SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


For Districts No. 2 and 2. 


THE NORTH PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school in the Village Precinct, has appeared very 
well during the entire year. The one thing which the Com- 
mittee have had to regret, wasthe change of teachers which 
it was necessary to make for each new term. ‘The teacher 
for the first term was Miss Laura A. Deming; for the sec- 
ond, Miss Julia Powers; and for the third, Miss Mary L. 
Bascom. Under all, the scholars have made commendable 
progress, and good order has been preserved. 


THE SOUTH PRIMARY. 


The school in the lower part of the village has, on the 
whole, done much better during the past year than in the 
year preceding. The teacher for the first term was Miss 
Sarah J. Harlow, a young lady of energy and good scholar- 
ship. For the second and third terms, Miss Luthera Whit- 
ney was teacher ; and the Committee feel that oreat praise 
is due her for her faithfulness and perseverance. Her gen- 
tleness and firmness, and thoroughness of instruction, have 
made the school an excellent one. One thing the teachers 
of this school have not succeeded in, notwithstanding their 
constant efforts: They have not been able to secure regu- 
larity of attendance in the pupils. This is a thing the par- 
ents must attend to. They wrong their children seriously, 
when they permit them to stay out of school for unimpor- 
tant causes. | 
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THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


was in operation only during the Winter term, when it was 
taught by Miss Lucretia E. Evans. It is expected that the 
district will, during the coming season, make better provis- 


ion for this school than is afforded by the wretched room 
it has heretofore occupied. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Miss Annette H. Carleton has had charge of this school 
during the entire year. Her services have been very high- 
ly appreciated, not only by the Committee, but by all the 
district. The great value that is put upon her services, is 
attested by the anxiety everywhere manifested to retain her 
for the future in the position where she has already been 
long and eminently useful. Every visitor to the school has 
noticed the quiet, orderly and industrious appearance of the 
pupils at their work, and the clear and systematic manner 
in which their recitations were conducted. 

The school year, taken as a whole, has been more than 
ordinarily successful. There has of course been some va- 
riety ; some schools have not done as well as others; still, 
the average is good. The Grammar School is in great need 
of a proper school-room. The district will probably attend 
to this matter at its next annual meeting.

To the Town of Charlestown : 

Though well aware that some of the provisions of our 
school laws are unpopular, and that indifference and neglect 
of our schools are too common, the importance of our 
duties remains ; and while incitements to draw the attention 
away from the school-room, and to allure to scenes of 
amusement or fancied pleasure are multiplying, vigilance 
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for the success of the common school, and in care of the 
young, should be unremitted. 


District No. 1. The number of scholars being much 
reduced, a Winter school only was kept. The school-room 
is in good repair, neatly kept, and as well furnished with 
maps and books of reference as any one in town. The 
teacher, Miss Emma G. Clark, labored with patience, zeal 
and industry for the success of the school, which was in 
part prevented by the insubordination of a part of the 
scholars. When a Winter school is taught by a female, it 
is the imperative duty of parents to aid in its government. 


District No. 4. In securing the services of Miss Jane 
Labaree in the Summer, the assurance of a good school was 
realized. Mr: Charles E.Woodbury, of Acworth, a begin- 
ner, taught in the Winter. Uniting courtesy and affability 
with good literary qualifications, he secured the respect and 
esteem of his scholars and of the district. The school fully 
sustains its high character. 


District No. 5. Miss Abbie F. McCrae, a beginner, 
taught in the Summer. Miss Clara A. Howard, of South 
Acworth, kept in the Winter. System and good order 
were the characteristics of the. school. The common 
branches received their appropriate attention, and map- 
drawing and writing compositions formed a part of the 
exercises.

District No. 6. The number of scholars attending is 
small compared with the attendance of former years, Miss 
Etta M. Barker taught the Summer, Miss Maria Robertson 
the Winter term. All the progress was made in the differ- 
ent studies pursued which could have been expected from 
the appliances and materials. : 


Disrrict No. 7. Miss Frank M. Bailey, of Claremont, 
a teacher of considerable experience, had charge of the 
Summer term; Miss Belle H. Lewis, of Claremont, a former 
teacher of the school, kept in the Winter with her usual 
ability and success. The District was fortunate in select- 
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ing teachers. At the examinations of both terms, advanc- 
ed classes were found in Grammar and Written Arithmetic ; 
and in Mental Arithmetic this school now excels. 


District No. 8. This school has numbered eighty 
scholars; it is now reduced to nine, and it has had 
eight weeks of school only during the year. This was a 
Winter term by Miss Helen Whipple. The school-house 
is one of our best ones. The scholars are kind, orderly 
and studious, and they appeared well at the several examin- 
ations; so far as is known to your Superintendent, the 
school was prosperous and satisfactory. 

District No. 9. Summer school by Miss Eliza J. Bow- 
en, the Winter by Miss Merial Whipple. The uniform 
success which attended Miss Whipple’s former instructions 
in this District, has been continued, and the improvement 
in the various branches has never been better. 


District No. 10. This District, destitute of a school- 
house, and sustaining a school only occasionally during the 
last twenty years, has had two terms of ten weeks each, by 
Miss Eliza J. Bowen. With but three scholars in the Fall 
term and two in the Winter, the teacher found it difficult to 
excite much emulation, but the school was well conducted. 


District No. 11. Miss Morse, of Paper Mill Village, 
taught in the Summer; Mr, Hubbard Copeland, of Washing- 
ton, in the Winter. He taught here the last winter 
with marked ability, and he has fully sustained his reputa- 
tion the present term. A fine class of young scholars is 
here being trained in place of the class that has recently left, 


Disrrict No, 12. For many years this school has main- 
tained a high standard. It is the engrossing object of the 
District, and therefore a live school. Under the continued 
charge of Miss Kate Labaree the Summer school was second 
to none. Mr. Henry Lewis, of Claremont, taught in the 
Winter, and succeeded admirably in this his first term. 


Disrricr No. 13. Miss Maria Robertson taught in the 
Summer with her accustomed ability and success. Miss 
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Vianna D. Mack, of Stoddard, kept the Winter term. At 
the first and second inspections the school appeared well. 
At the last examination it surpassed expectation. Singing 
formed a part of the programme in the daily exercises. As 
an art of secondary importance singing should be practised 
in all our schools. 

District No, 14. Miss Elizabeth Chatterton taught her 
first term here in the Summer. Miss Etta M. Barker kept 
in the Winter. By the patience and perseverance of the 
teachers, and the active assistance of the Prudential Com- 
mittee the school has prospered. The closing examinations 
showed that good improvement has been made. 

_Distrior No. 15. The four scholars in this District 
have attended the School in District No. 17 in Claremont, 
instructed by Miss Anna Colby; and the scholars in the 
territory severed from this town and annexed to District 
No. 6 in Claremont, have attended the school there, under 
the instruction of Miss Clara Randall.

The labors of our County School Commissioner, so highly 
valuable, are most appreciated and best sustained by our 
back schools. And by reference to the annexed table it will 
be seen that the average proportionate attendance of schol- 
ars there is much greater than in the villages and along our. 
thoroughfares, where schools are easiest of access. 

It will also be seen that except in or near our village, the 
number of scholars has decreased and the length of schools 
shortened. The causes of this decrease are steadily in 
operation, and they are ‘likely to continue. One of our 
ablest writers on education says: “In many towns too 
many districts have injudiciously been formed, and where- 
ever the system has been adopted it is now almost unani- 
mously reprobated. A remedy for this may be found in 
the union of small districts; for the idea entertained by 
some that there should be a school for every twenty schol- 
ars is a mistaken one, and should be abandoned.” It may 
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not be improper to suggest that any steps taken towards 
building or making any considerable repairs to school- 
houses should be taken with a prospective view of the situ- 
ation of adjoining districts. : 
Teachers.—If a committee should be appointed to pro- 
cure persons suitably qualified to polish diamonds of great 
_ value, which might become worthless through the want of 
skill or experience in the artist, they would be subjected to 
the closest examination, to the most rigid scrutiny. No 
merely venturesome or reckless applicant would pass the 
ordeal. ‘To the teacher is intrusted the mind, the tablet of 
eternity, the only thing immortal on earth. Impressions 
made there shall exist through all the cycles of eternity. 
How important then is the work of teachers, and how ’ 
responsible are the officers who select them, and who test 
their qualifications. Itis urgently hoped that the measures 
commenced by our Legislature at its last session to afford 
facilities for qualifying teachers, will be consummated at the 
next session. We now compensate our teachers liberally. 
We must place within their reach the means to prepare 
them for the work.
